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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to Applicant's submission dated February 26, 2009, in which 
Applicant cancelled claims 81-173, amended claim 80, and added claims 174-259. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Examiner previously rejected claims 80-84, 87-1 16, and 1 19-173 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

i) Because Applicant has removed the terms "amide", "ester" and "ether" from the claims, 
Examiner withdraws this rejection. 

Claim Rejections 35 U.S.C § 103 

Examiner previously rejected claims 80, 81, 84, 98, 101, 116, 119, 120, 121, 122, 123, 

124, 125, 126, 127, 128, 129, 135, 141, 142, 145, 146, 155, 156, 157, 158, 159, 160, 161, 162, 
163, 164, 165, 166, and 168 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Owen, et al., 
WO 00/56704. 

Based on Applicant's limiting claim amendments to avoid the reference, Applicant has 
overcome this rejection. 

New Grounds of Rejection 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 193-202, 205, 222-229, 244-249, and 255-256 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

i) Because Applicant amended the definition of Q 2 in claim 80, each of the rejected claims 
lack antecedent basis. Correction is required.
